Western’ Canada has ‘proved, many 
tines over that she can produce the 
best hard wheat, in the world, 
now she is convincing her ‘neighbors 
that she can send them butter of just 
as fine a quality. as her grain, Her 
farmers are gradually being persuad- 
ed that the most economical way to 
market their fodders and other crops 
is in the form ‘of livestock and dairy 
produce, and practical demonstration 
is proving this, During the last ten 
years a phenomenal growth in -the 
number of. dairy cows and a wonder- 
ful improvement in. the quality of 
dairy products has been witnessed in 
the Canadian West, At tho present 
rate of progress, the permanent agri-: 
culture of the western provinces will 
in a. few yearsmore, be devoted large- 
ly to intelligent dairy. farming, with 
its products commanding the same re- 
igpect as “No, 1, ‘Canadian Hard” does 
today. 

Before this can be accomplished, 
however, it is recognized that west- 
ern Canada must produce ‘butter and 
cheese of a quality that will enable 
her to compete in the world’s markets 
with, such countries 5 Denmark, 
where the science of marketing dairy 
produce has been reduced-to a fine 
art.. To do this successfully, the 
basic product—créam—must not only 
be of a high quality, but the finished 
article for export must be of a uni- 
form grade and adapted to the pal- 
ates of the people in the countries 
where it is sent.
